HOPE'S physicians have taken a long-needed step with 


their announcement today that effective February 1 


their past-due accounts will be turned over to one central 
agency for collection. 


AM everyone knows, the medical profession does double 


duty—serving properly-owning and wage-earning patients 
for pay, and at the same time performing a vast amount of 
charity work. 


Doctors' capacity for charity work depends on their 


collection of bills from those able to pay. This is what the 
public too often forgets—and should be reminded of by the 
same stern collection methods employed by business houses. 


This writer has pointed out to Mope physicians at var- 


ious times that the only known solution for their collection 
problems is the solution that has long been in effect in the 
larger cities—a single collection agency for all the doctors, 
and to which agency all bills would be turned over when 
patients failed to pay (heir doctor after a reasonable period.

For what Majure has done other can 


do, and there lies hope. Majure is the 
winner of the Plant-lo-Prosper com- 
petition run by the Memphis Commer- 
!ial Appeal in an effort to stimulate

way to liberate the sharecropper. 


Blade ft Try for It 


Majure, Kvith only a fifth-grade edu- 
ction, had never known anything 
ait a life of rented land, buying on 
redit, making a single crop, and us- 
lally paying out for "rent and fur- 
ilsh" to landlord and merchant, the 
vholc proceeds from his crop. Year 
fter year il was a bare living, and 
iQthiiig ahead for Majure. 
Bul 22 years of that could not kill 
mbition in Majure. He decided Ihat 
no-crop farming would never gel him 
nywhere. Along came the newspa- 
ers Plant-to-Prosper 
competition. 


Majure decided to enter nnd make a 
try for it.

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Where Things Get Completely Out of Control 


How tc Determine Your City's Assets 


A GROUP of researchers from Teachers' Colle.ure of Columbi; 
/* University put 309 American cities under the rnimxscop 


• recently to learn what it is that makes the difference between 
a good and a bad city. 


Cities have characters, .fust like people. There are busy 


prosperous cities that nobody likes because thev are so ob 
viously on the make; there are down-at-the-heel places which 
somehow manage to be friendly and appealing; there are in 
between towns that don't look like much at first glance bin 
that are nice when you get to know them. 


What is that elusive something that sets such cities apart ? 


The Columbia savants wanted to know; so they begin a com- 
plicated but eminently sensible examination to discover whal 
it is that a good city has which a bad city has not. 
. 
When they got through they announced that it is the 


character of a city's inhabitants, rather than the city' 
•economic advantages, that makes for civic "goodness''; ant; 


s- -before you say that you knew that in the first place, look how 


thev used to figure it out. * ' * * 
I 


N studying a given city, the university investigators asked 
questions like these: 


What are the general and infant death rates? How much 


•money, per capita, is spent on libraries, on education, on 
recreation? How common is extreme poverty? What per- 
centage of the people own their own homes? What percentage 
own automobiles? How many doctors, nurses and teachers 
are there, in proportion to the population? What are the per 
bapita expenditures for highways, for liorht, for sanitation, 
for police, fire and health departments? What is the homicide 
rate? How much unemployment was there in the census year 
of 1930? What is the average income of the citizens? 


Answer all of those questions—and a lot more along sim- 


ilar lines—and you get a pretty fair picture of a citv. Further- 
more, you get a picture which is flot necessarily the same as 
the one you would get simply by adding up the city's tangible, 
visible assets—its transportation facilities, its industries, its 
natural resources and so on.* * * 
W 


HICH leads one, then, to the conclusion that there are 


civic assets and civic assets. The man who insists on 


putting through a program for decent municipal playgrounds, 
for instance, may be doing more for his'town than the go- 
getter who brings in a new factory. A good public library 
may be worth more than a new railroad terminal. A first-rate 
superintendent, or health commissioner, or police chief, can 
be a civic asset of incalculable value. 


Those things are obvious, to be sure—so obvious we 


usually fail to think about them. We try to assess a city's ad- 
vantages in terms of dollars and cents and it just can't be 
done. For a city, after all, is a place where people live; and 
this infinitely complex network of things which determine 
whether their lives shall be pleasant or not can't be expressed 
in a financial statement.

Says one young woman, "I wouldn't 
narry the best man on earth, after 
eeing how m y father treats my 


mother. I have been repeatedly warn- 
ed by my mother that if I married 1 
would be a fool." And then she pro- 
ceeds to say that her mother was too 
hard on her, and had planted a fear 
of men in her heart. 


Similar troubled letters come to me. 


One young girl admits she was spoil- 
ed. To even things up, her mother 
has now resorted to harsh measures. 


It is. of course, the old story of why 


girls leave home. And why they IK-- 
come introspective and unhappy. Yet 
I believe there i.s something lo be said 
about younK people themselves, and 
their share in their own unhuppiness. 


I'atfciirc With Parents 


If they could learn to live with what 


they have, it might help in a measure. 
If a parent is too unreasonable to un- 
derstand the natural urges and crav- 
ings of these young people, the way 
is not to antagonize that mother or 
father, but to conform to a great ex- 
tent, for in so doing, things are more 
likely to smooth out than by using 
open defiance.

Limiting Auto Speeds 


THE chief trouble with automobile traffic these days is that 
1 the automotive engineer has gone too far ahead of the 
highway engineer—to say nothing; of the average driver. 


So says J. M. Gentry, Oklahoma state safety commis- 


sioner, in a plea for a national agreement among auto man- 
ufacturers to limit car speed to 70 miles an hour. 


As things stand, Mr. Gentry points out, the average auto 


will go much faster than the average road can safely ac- 
commodate it, and also much faster than the average driver 
can safely guide it. A speed much above 60 miles an hour 
should be entrusted only to highly Qualified motorists and 
confined to specially designed and built roads. 


Whether such an agreement as he suggests can ever be 


obtained i.s, perhaps, doubtful. But his proposal does touch 
on one of the most important aspects of the highway safety 
problem.

formation that Healy went to a Holly- 
wood night spot Sunday to celebrate 
the birth of a son Friday night at the 
University hosital in Culver City. They 
said they were investigating reports 
that Healy had an argument with a 
man whose identity they did not 
know, and that Healy was beaten in a 
fight 
, The comedian died early Tuesday at,' 
His home near Culver City. Officials at j 
the studio where he was employed I 
(M-G-M) said the symptoms were 
those of a heart attack. 


Coroner Nance made a cursory ex- 


amination of the actor's body Tuesday 
night and reported there was a red, 
subcutaneous streak across the left 
cheek which he said possibly was caus- 
ed by a blow. A deep cut above the 
left eye had been closed by two surgi- 
cal clips, he reported, and the left eye- 
lid showed red bruises. 


Death was declared to have followed 


a 24-hour illness during which Healy 
Was vonculsed by vomiting attacks. 


•Healy, 41 years old. was the origi- 


nator of theatrical "stooges." these 
bewildered fellows who bob up in the 
audience or out from the wings to 
cause general confusion. He used them 
in "gags" that brought him first fama 
in Earl Carroll's Vanities, then success 
in the movies. 


His latest movie, "Hollywood Hotel," 


Was previewed Monday night. 
'The comedian's second wife, who 
gave birth to their first son, John 
acob, last Friday night, was not im- 
mediately notified of her husband's 
death. Healy had termed his son's 
birth the greatest excitement in his 
life. 


His first -wife was Betty Braun, a 


dancer, with whom he toured in vaud- 
eville.
